Both rhetoric and passion were 
© demonstrated at an all-candidates 
forum held at the Faculté St. Jean 
yesterday. 

About a hundred students 
showed up to hear the six candi- 
dates running in Edmonton 
Strathcona. 

Crowd reaction to the candidates 
was generally polite, with a few 
outbursts of enthusiasm and deri- 
sion for some of the policies pro- 
moted. 

Both Natural Law candidate 
Maury Shapka and National Party 
candidate Adrian Greenwood were 
vague on actual policy, choosing 


instead to use the five minutes 
alotted each candidate to discuss 
the benefits of meditation and the 
need for greater hope respectively. 

Liberal Chris Peirce, the only can- 
didate to deliver his entire speech 
in French, received the most enthu- 
siastic response from the mostly 
francophone audience. He attacked 
both the Tories and Reformers for 
their policies of non-interference in 
the economy. He also defended Lib- 
eral leader Jean Chrétien as a man 
with a good team and fresh ideas. 

Reformer Hugh Hanrahan was 
politely received by the crowd until 
he raised some hackles with his 
party’s policies on reducing bilin- 


gualism and multiculturalism. “Re- 
form stands for equality of oppor- 
tunity, not equality of condition,” 
he said. 

The most aggressive candidate 
was Rita Egan of the NDP, who, 
perhaps in anallusion to her party’s 
poor standing in the polls, stated “if 
you turn your back on the New 
Democrats, you are turning your 
back on compassion.” 

Egan used child poverty as an 
example of the apparent lack of com- 
passion of the other parties, blam- 
ing it on a lack of female and New 
Democratic MPs. 

Incumbent Tory MP Scott 
Thorkelson described himself as a 


friend to the francophone commu- 
nity, and mentioned many of the 
policies of the Conservative gov- 
ernment of prime minister Kim 
Campbell, including recently pro- 
posed changes to the Canada Stu- 
dent Loans Program. 

Many of his attacks were leveled 
at the Liberals, including veiled ref- 
erences to Jean Chrétien’s promises 
of a return to the “good old days.” 

“This election is about the future, 
it’s not about the past.” 

Following the five minute 
speeches granted to each candidate, 
the floor was opened to students, 
whose questions ranged from is- 
sues of multiculturalism to employ- 


ment opportunities. 

On the question of 
multiculturalism, Thorkelson said 
the federal department was mov- 
ing away from what he called food 
and song funding to funding for 
improved race relations. 

Reform candidate Hanrahan was 
taken to task by one student who 
asked how Reform could build a 
flexible Canada without bilingual- 
ism and multiculturalism. 

Hanrahan responded by saying 
Reform supports bilingualism and 
multiculturalism, but because of the 
debt situation, it makes more sense 
to uphold programs like universal 
health care.

Timothy Guiler, a participant in 
the former UN peace-keeping mis- 
sion in Cyprus; Marion Frank, 
member of the Canadian Peace 
Alliance; Trudy Govier, chair of 
Project Ploughshares Calgary; and 
Russel Barsh, consultant to the UN

The new computerized cata- 
logue system, Get Access to Every- 
thing came on-line August 27. “A 
lot of teamwork went in to putting

The GATE is much more power- 
fulthan the old computer catalogue 
system, which was used along with 
the card catalogues, for books from 
beforel971. The new system not

The Last word 


It began as a cartoon highlight- 
ing the plight of the Palestinians 
living under brutal Israeli occupa- 
tion, but rapidly degenerated into 
“atempestina teacup.” Although 
smeared with the sticky accusation 
of “anti-Semitism,” this political 
cartoon was not, and has never been 
proven to be, racist—much to the 
dismay of the few yet vocal critics 
on and off campus. 

But how did this become an off- 
campusissue? Well, when the Board 
of Governors and president Paul 
Davenport parrot the boisterous 
critics an undue credence is given 
to their ridiculous allegations. 
Hence lobbyists begin doing what 
they do best. 

The Gateway buckled under the 
initial strain and issued astatement 
of regret that any offense had been 
caused, but regarded the cartoon 
controversy as one of misinterpreta- 
tion. Sadly, this merely infuriated 
the zealous few, drawing demands 
for the dismissal of the. editorial 
staff. 

It was then that the typically im- 
potent Students’ Union waded into 
the foray. After its pathetic attempt 
at using the “Newspaper Commit- 
tee,” the SU executive brought the 
principal campus parties, includ- 
ing the Arab and Jewish associa- 
tions, together to formulate a joint 


declaration acceptable to all. The 
Gateway made its position clear on 
the cartoon and made the adjust- 
ments it deemed necessary to the 
text; although this did not preclude 
further negotiations the JSA under- 
went paroxysms and refused to 
carry on. 

The Edmonton Journal, ever the 
paragon of reason and integrity, 
soon slithered onto the scene. Ina 
full-page exposition 41 days after 
the original publication, the cartoon 
was reprinted and sanctimoniously 
editorialized. In contrast, The Sun 
was squarely behind the Gateway, 
and condemned these “clumsy at- 
tempts to intimidate the student 
press.” The Journal, deluged by let- 
ters of denunciation, promptly 
stifled any further debate on the 
issue. 

The lobbyists soon turned to tele- 
vision in their endeavor to discredit 
the Gateway. On ITV’s Newsmakers, 
a high-priced lawyer alleged that 
the Israeli soldier caricatured in the 
cartoon was “clearly Jewish,” and 
hence racist; but, when pressed by 
host Fil Fraser, the only evidence he 
could produce was the Star of David 
onthe soldier’s sleeve. When Karen 
Unland retorted “that’s the Israeli 
flag!” the flimsy foundations upon 
which all attacks on the Gateway 
were based became exposed for all 
to see. 

But that wasn’t to be the end. 
After many months of haggling, 
the informal complaints filed with 


the Alberta Human Rigi 
Commision yielded the stateme 
published in last week's Gatea 
Overall, not a bad resolutio 
one digs through all the diploma 
bullshit. 

It is the final, crucial paragtap 
of the resolution that bears sd 
tiny; fancy words aside, it simp 
reads “we are sorry you were 
fended.” All the hell the Gated 
went through vis-a-vis the farcid 
AHRC, at the taxpayer's expens 
was to fashion a document thaté 
sentially reiterated the originaled 
torial response of January 12!

with the world’s greatest masters. He has 
appeared with all of the most distin- 
guished conductors and orchestrasin the 
world. As “one of the most sought-after 
cellists of our time [and] of this century,’ 
his appearance with the ESO is certainly 
more than a musical event. It is history. 

The evening will open with the ESO’s 
performance of Elgar's Cocknigne Over- 
ture and Respighi s Fountains of Rome and 
Pines of Rome. Then Ma will come out on 
stage with his cello and hypnotize the 
audience with a rendition of Elgar's Cello 
Concerto, Op.85 in E minor.

I used to think that my | 
dreams about nuclear de- | 
struction were mine 
alone, but Nuclear Spring 
opened my eyes. Tim 
Grier’s audio essay is a 
gripping assembly of in- 
terviews, music, sound 
bites, and personal reflec- | 
tions that build toonecon- | 
clusion: the generation 
that came of age in the 
eighties was not given any 
hope fora future. We were 
told we were not going to 
live until the end of the 
century because the end 
of the world was just 
around the corner. When 
the Cold War ended, we 
were left stranded, be- 
cause now we had to plan 
for a future we didn’t ex- 
pect to have. 

The talk about Genera- 
tion X has risen to absurd 
heights, but Grier’s dis- 
cussion is notable and in- 
teresting, not to mention 
compelling. He avoids 
turning the broadcastinto 
a whimpering plea for 
sympathy, nor does he pa- 
tronize the listener. This 
is an honest examination 
of a major influence on 
our lives, and the scars i 
has left. 

Grier makes a point of 
saying the the nuclear 
shadow extends far be- 
yond our generation; it 
reaches back into the past 
and also into our future. However, he states 
that our generation was not given a chance 
to survive because all we were told was that 
anything we tried to do, destruction was 
assured. Nowhere to run, nowhere to hide. 

He also says that our generation was rela- 
tively powerless to do anything. “In the 
60s,” he begins, “protesting helped bring

“Iknow the style of play the three 
teams play. Alberta will work hard 
until the end, the Dinosaurs are 
usually fast, and Saskatchewan are 
usually big and rugged,” said Depoe 
reflecting on the days he spent pre- 
paring for three of Canada West's 
best teams. “We knew what kind of 
battle we were in for and the good 
thing for us is that we rose to the 
occasion.” 

As is the case with most pre-sea- 
son tournamnets, the GBI was used 
primarily as a decision making pro- 
cess in preparation for the Canada 
West regular season which begins 
in mid-October.
